The Upland Community Chest 
drive for funds started this week 
with a crew of 72 persons making 
solicitations that all agencies par- 
ticipating may draw from the one 
contribution made by residents 
rather than separate and indivi- 
dual drives by each. \ 


Six weeks old baby girl (W. C. 
had been a normal healthy’ child.. 
Two weeks before being admitted 
to the hospital she had developed 
sniffles and a runny nose. The 
day before she was admitted to 
San Antonio Community hospital 
through the Sick Baby Fund, she 
showed little evidence of illness 
except for a loss of appetite. On 
the day of admission, this girl 
developed convulsive movements 
of the left arm and leg. A spinal 
tap after admission revealed 
meningococal meningitis. 

Hospitalization, oxygen, intra- 
venous solutions, and drugs, in- 
cluding antibiotics, would be nec- 
essary to save this child’s life. 
Since funds apparently were not 
available to provide all of this, 
arrangements were made to util- 
ize funds from the Sick Baby 
Fund at the San Antonio Com- 
munity hospital. 

Extensive laboratory work, 
medical and nursing care were 
provided this baby girl. Eighteen 
days later, this child was sent 
home, completely cured. 

ater it was found that the 
parents had insurance to cover 
this illness and so the money 
was put back into the Sick Baby 
Fund to provide care for’ some 
other child who would need it.

Politics and Farm Surplus 
Popular Topics In Mid-West 


Politics and farm prices are the most popular topics for 
conversation when people in the great mid-west of America 


President Eisenhower's physical condition is such that 
most people are vitally interested in who might be the prin- 
cipal White House contenders next year. 

In our recent trip we found strong sentiment for Vice 
President Richard Nixson. While the newspapers played up 
the apparent political squabble between Governor Knight and 
Nixon, many people seemed to recognize this as being merely 
local politics and of insufficient consequence to detract from 
the vice president. 

As a “favorite son” candidate from California, we doubt if 
Governor Knight would make any dent on the Republican 
gonvention. Richard Nixon is a man of great stature in the 
minds of many people. 





Concerning the farm surplus and the unattractive prices, 
many farmers realize the situation is due to over-production 
rather than to politics. Most communities between Ohio and 
Utah have very definite evidence of the surplus because gov- 
ernment-owned storage bins dot the farming countryside. 
Improved machinery and techniques are introduced every 
year. In many cases only half as many men are needed to 
produce twice as much as a few years ago. The result, of 
course, is one of over-production and not of politics. 

The most popular and biggest farm periodicals express 
the views that “fewer government controls” are favored. This 
attitude was expressed by men and women with whom we 
tglked during the last three weeks. The general sentiment is; 
“The farm problem should not be involved in politics. The 
farmers created the surplus through abundent crops and its 
solution should be the job of the best brains in the country, not 
through some political maneuvering. 

Furthermore, farmers are. getting along “very nicely” at 
the moment, even though priges are sliding downward. 

The fact remains, of coumge, that both political parties are 
going to woo the farmers’ vote with promises. 

After a trip across most of the nation, one cannot help but 
feel very grateful for Americd-thankful for a great system of 
highways, of powerful high, speed motor cars in which we 
can go at will whenever and wherever we choose. 

Whether it is in Cario, Ohio or Lusk, Wyo. one can find 
very friendly people, very modem accommodations and a 
wholesome appreciation for what each little community has 
to offer. : 

We saw no great spectdeular attraction. What we saw 
primarily was the steady succession of small communities 
every few miles across thereat farm belt and across the 
great American desert. As never before we were impressed 
with the apparent satisfactién of people in their own home 
communities. What looked to us as a desolate God-forsaken 
community in San Dakota, was apparently a very happy 
settlement for a young waiter in a cafe. He said business was 
good, he liked the changes in the season, all of his friends 
lived in the community. What more would you want? 

We realized anew that Ameriea is a country of great con- 
trasts and. that one can take his pick of what to do and where 
to live. From Ohio west through most of Minnensota, almost 
every « ic of our boulevard frontage was used either for 
agriculture, commerce or for residences. And then further west, 
lies miles and miles of desert land with farm houses miles 
apart. 

Upland is one of the favored communities in the nation 
—we think. It is far ahead of many other places in many things 
—but you can't tell very many people that outside of Upland. 
They like their hometowns too.

To Each of State's 58 Counties | 


Realizing an ambition of more 
than 30 years W. W. Mather, | 
long-time resident this summer) 
Visited Alpine county, the last of} 
the state’s 58 counties which} 
he has at one time or another} 
visited. 

Mr. Mather, attorney in Upland 
was born in Los Angeles county 
and refers proudly to the rather 
long list of California schools 
which he has attended. 

He lists the cities and 
ties where he attended school, | 
including colleges and universi- 
ties as, Santa Paula, Fresno, Col-| 
ton, Monrovia, Alhambra, Pomo- 
na, Claremont, Los Angeles, On- 
tario and Berkeley. 

In 1926, Allvn and Bacon, Bos- 


ton publishers brought out Mr. 
Mather’s first edition of ‘‘Gov-| 


ernment of California’ to be used | 
as a supplement to their publ- 
cation ‘‘American Government’’, 
written by the late Dr. Frank A. 
Magruder. As a textbook for high 
schools the publication has been 
widely used throughout the state 
and grew in successive editions 
until in 1950 it reached approxi- 
mately 185 pages. 

One chapter on local govern- 
ment involved the study of all 
county charters in California. In- 
terest aroused by working on the 
book led Mr. Mather to the de-| 
sire to visit all the state’s 58| 
counties, with the ambition reach- 
ing a climax with his visit to| 
Alpine county in September. 


POPULATION 241 


He describes the trip which, 
with Mrs. Mather he visited in 
late summer, as a little county 
in the Sierra backbone of Califor- 
nia with an area of 575 square 
miles and a 1950 Federal census 
figure of but 241 persons of whom 
about one-sixth are found in the 
county seat of Markleevilie. How- 
ever, in the lush mining days the 
county boasted a population of 
about 10,000. 

Mr. Mather continues the story 
of his visit stating that Alpine 
County has been until last year 
comparatively isolated, as High- 
way 395 crossed the Nevada line 
toward Carson City, and the only 
access from the west was over 
the fairly high Ebbett’s Pass road 
and from the north by a winding 
but beautiful road running south 
from Lake Tahoe. 

“Now there is a cut-off from 395 
across the mountains, giving ac- 
cess from the southeast. On this 
year’s trip we drove over Eb- 
bett’s Pass, a truly beautiful 
country.to Markleeville. We had 
Junech in the old Alpine Hotel. 
However, unlike Mariposa Coun- 
ty, which has the oldest Court 
House in the State, built in 1854, 
Alpine county has a modern ce- 
ment block court house, erected 
nearly 30 years ago. The Court 
room is modern and like those in 
our county, except smaller. The 
county jail is in the basement. 
On inquiry at the county clerk’s 
office, we were invited to visit 
the jail.
